United States on the submarine issue 
ULS exhausted over nearly a 
year 


and has been characterized by delay 
evasion and even suspicions of insin- 
cerity ^hich more than once 
have 


brought the two countries to a pass 
where the long expected break seem- 
ed unavoidable. All along Piesideut 
Wilson has spoken primarily for the 
inviolable rights of Americans 
and 


generally for the rights of neutrals. 
Uermany has been restrained by a 
powerful public sentiment 
aroused 


against curtailing the 
effectiveness 


of her best weapon against her ene- 
mies and President Wilson has been 
embarrassed first by dissension 
in 


the cabinet and later in congress and 
then by pro-German propaganda con- 
ducted throughout the United States. 


Submarine warfare did not actu- 


ally enter the realm of diplomacy 
until after the destruction 
of 
the 


Lusitania. / The 
accumulation 
of 
cases affecting Americans was taken 
up in the first note 
to Germany 


which was dispatched May 15, 1915. 
It characterized the attacks on the 
Falaba, Gushing, Gulflight, and Lusi- 
tania as "a series of events 
which 


the United States has observed with 
growing concern, distress and amaze- 
ment." f 
It pointed to Germany's hitherto 


expressed "humane and enlightened 
attitude" in matters of international 
right and expressed the hope that 
submarine commanders engaged 
in 


torpedoing peaceful 
ships without 


warning were in such practices op- 
erating without the sanction of their 
government. 
The note closed with 


these words: 
"The Imperial 
German 
govern- 


ment w ill not expect the government 
of the United States 
to omit 
any 


word or act necessary to the perform- 
ance of its sacred duty of maintain- 
ing the rights of the United States 
and its citizens and of safeguarding 
their free exercise and enioyment."

ard, the following reply to the note of April 20 regarding 
the conduct of German submarine warfare.

"The Gei-man government handed over to the proper 


naval authorities for early investigation the evidence 
concerning the Sussex as communicated by the govern- 


, raent of the United States. Judging by the results that 


the investigation has hitherto yielded, the German gov- 
ernment is alive to the possibility that the ship men- 
tioned in the note of April 10 as having been torpedoed 
by a German submarine is actually identical with the 
Sussex. 


"The German government begs to reserve further 


communication on the matter until certain points are as- 
certained, which are of decisive importance for establish- 
ing the facts of the case. Should it turn out that the 
commander was wrong in assuming the vessel to be a 
man-of-war, the German government will not fail to draw 


^ the consequence resulting therefrom. 


"In connection with the case of the Sussex the govern- 


-ment of the United States made a series of statements 
*the gist of which is the assertion that the incident is to be 
^considered but one instance of a deliberate method of in- 
^discriminate destruction of vessels of all sorts, nationali-

peaceful merchant ship, and remind- 
ed Germany that it was the duty of 
the United States to "speak with 
solemn emphasis to call the atten- 
tion of the imperial German govern- 
ment to 
the 
grave 
responsibility 


which the government of the United 
P* at 0-5 ronceive that it had incurred 
in this tragic occurrence, and to the 
indisputable principle 
upon which 


that responsibility rests." Tlio noto 
averred that the declaration of 
a 


submarine war zone could not ab- 
breviate the rights of Americans on 
lawful journeys. 


To that note Germany did not re- 


ply until July S and the German re- 
Joinder 
was preponderate^ 
char- 


acterized by American newspapers, 
not as a note, but as an address by 
Foreign Minister von Jagow to the 
American people. 
In official cir- 


cics it was said to come no nearer to 
meeting the American contentions 
than did the former German note. 


Filially the accumulation of evi- 


dence reached such proportions with 
the destruction of the 
Sussex that 


President Wilson, convinced that as- 
surances given in the Lusitania and 
Arabic cases were being violated dis- 
patched another note 
to Germany 


and went before congress, reviewed 
the entire situation from the begin- 
ning and made this declaration: 


"I have (Ucmud it my duty to say 


to the imperial German government. 
that if it is still its purpose to pros- 
ecute relentless and indiscriminate 
warfare, the government of the Unit- 
ed States is at last forced to the con- 
clusion that there is but one course 
it can purpose; and that, unless the 
imperial German government should 
now, immediately declare and effect 
an abandonment of its present meth- 
ods ot warfare 
against 
passenger 


and freight carrying 
vessels 
this 


government can have no choice but 
to sever diplomatic relations alto- 
gether." 


It will be noted that the president 


went further than "liners" and said 
"passenger and freight carrying ves- 
sels." 


The wording of the note to Ger- 


many was almost identical with the 
foregoing passage. 


The president dispatched the note 


on the night of April 18 and ad- 
dressed congress the following day. 
Since then the German 
reply 
has 


been awaited. 


The 
internal 
embarrassments 


which have confronted the president 
in his conduct of the 
negotiations 


have been no less than the atti- 
tude of Germany. 
The most spec- 


tacular incident was an attempt in 
congress to pass a resolution warn- 
ing Americans off armed ships and 
the movement so impressed the Ber- 
lin government with 
a 
conviction 


that the 
president was speaking 


without the whole support of con- 
gress and the country, that he was 
forced to muster all the strength ot 
his administration to compel con- 
gress to bring the resolutions to a 
vote and defeat them decisively be- 
fore the negotiations with Germany 
could go on.

FOR THE WRECK 


AT AMHERST, 0. 


Columbus, May 5.—Failure on the 


part of Herman H. Hesa, engineer of 
the second section of the east bound 
train, to observe the "caution" and 
stop'" signals, is given by Inspect- 
ors of the state utilities commission 
as the cause of the New York Cen- 
tral wreck, March 29. at Amherst*, 
in which 27 persons were killed and 
47 injured. A. If. Ernst, towerman, 
is exonerated, 


•The official report of State Inspec- 
tors M. J. Heffernan and W. F. Pack- 
ard was filed yesterday 
with 
the 


commission., It comprises 445 type- 
written pages. 
Modification of flag- 


ging rules of the railroad, BO as to 
make them more* specific and strin- 
gent, is recommended. 


The two sections of train 86, east- 


bound, were speeding at a rate of SO 
miles an hour through a dense fog 
in which signals could not be distin- 
guished by trainmen at a distance of 
more than 75 or 100 feet when the 
rear section crashed 
into the one 


ahead, according to the report. A 
moment later the Twentieth Century 
Limited, westbound, plowed through 
cars piled upon the westbound track. 


The inspectors sum up their find- 


ings as follows: "We believe after a 
most thorough investigation, that the 
englneman of second No. 86 failed to 
observe the 'caution' indication and 
the 'stop' indication; these two sig- 
nals are the first and second signals, 
respectively, west of the point of col- 
lision, and that this was the direct 
cause of the accident, notwithstand- 
ing his statement to the contrary." 


Regarding the towerman, the re- 


port says: 
"Operator 
Ernset 
had 


been stationed at the Amherst plant 
but five days previous to the time 
of the accident, but he had been in 
charge of similar 
plants at other 


rjoints for some time; 
was 
exper- 


ienced, thoroughly competent 
and 


familiar with the 
levers, 
signals, 


etc." 


A contributing cause for the acci- 


dent is found by the investigators in 
the wording and interpretation of a 
rule of the railroad, which resulted 
in the flagman of the first section 
of the train failing to go back 
far 


3nough toward the following section 
to insure full protection. The rule 
referred to provides: "When a train 
stops or is delayed under circum- 
stances in which it may be over- 
taken by another train, the flagman 
must go back immediately with stock 
signals a sufficient distance to in- 
sure full protection." 


"This leaves it entirely to 
the 


judgment of the employe to 
deter- 


mine what is a 'sufficient distance 
to insure full protection,' and leaves 
room for error of .judgment, where 
such errors may be disastrous," the 
inspectors indicate in their report. 


"A circumstance which 
greatly 


contributed; • we 
believ.e, 
to 
the 


severity of the collision 
was 
the 


high speed of the trains 
and 
the 


density of the fog that prevailed or 
the morning of the accident," the in- 
spectors declare. 
Another excerpt from the report, 


which seems to place contributing 
responsibility for the accident above 
^he heads of the 
trainmen 
is the 


•statement: "It is strange, notwith- 
standing the statement of all three 
enginemen involved in this accident, 
admitting that they frequently gol 
by "caution" signals, and yet with 
ail the tests that have been made. 
this practice has never been discov- 
ered by the officers and proper dis- 
cipline applied."
